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Am much at a lofs how to proceed-upon 

the Subject intended in this Paper, whicha 

new Incident has Jed me to ingage in: The 

Subject I mean, is that of Soldiers and the Ar- 

my ;-but being a matter wholly our of my 
Trade, I thall handle it in as cautious a manner as I 
am able. 

It is certain, that the Art of War hath fuffer’d 
great Changes, almoft in every Age and Country of 
the World ; However, there are fome Maxims rela- 
ting to it, that will be ecernal Truths, and which 
every reafonable Man will allow. 

In the early times of Greece and Rome, the Armies 
of thofe States were compos'd of their Citizens, who 
took no Pay, becaufe the Quarrel was their own ; 
and therefore the War was ulually decided in one 
Cam aign or, if it lafted longer, however in Win- 
ter the Idiers return’d to their feveral Calliogs, 
and were not diftinguith’d from the reft of the People. 

The Gothick Governments in Europe, tho’ they were 
of Military Infticution, yet obferv’d almoft the fame 
Method. I thall inftance only here in England. Thole 
who held Lands in Capite of the King, were oblig’d 
ro attend him in his Wars with a certain number of 
Men, who ali held Lands from them at eafy Rents 
on that Condition. Thefe fought without Pay, and 
when the Service was over, return'd again to their 
Farms. It is recorded of William Rufus, that being 
abfent in Normandy, and engag’d in a War with his 
Brother, he order'd twenty thoufand Men to be rais‘d, 
and fent over from hence to fupply his Army ; but 
baving ftruck up a Peace before they were embark’d, 
he gave them leave to disband, on Condition they 
would pay him ten Shillings a Man, which amount- 
ed to amighty Sum in thofe Days. 

Confider a Kingdom as a great Family, whereof 
the Prince is the Father, and it will appear plainly 
that Mercenary Troops are only Servants Armd, ei- 
ther to awe the Children at home; or elfe to defend 
from Invaders, the Family who are otherwife em- 
ploy’d, and chafe to contribute out of their Stock 
for paying their Defenders, rather than leave their 
Affairs to be neglected imtheir Abfence. The Art 
of making Soldigry a Trade, and keeping Armies in 
Pay, feems in Europe to have had two Originals. 
The firft was Ufurpation, when popular Men de- 
ftroy’d the Liberties of their Country, and feiz’d 
the Power into their own Hands, which they were 
forc’'d to maintain by hiring Guards to bridle the 
People. Such were anciently the Tyrants in moft 
of the {mall States in Greece, and fuch were thofe in 
feveral Parts of J:a'y, about three or four Centuries 
ago, aS Machiavel informs us. The other Original 
of Mercenary Armies, feems to have rifen from larg. 
er Kingdoms or Commonwealths, which had fub. 
du’d Provinces at a diftance, and were forc’d to main- 
tain Troops upon them, to prevent Infurre@ions from 
the Natives: Of this fort were Macedon, Carthage 
and Rome of old ; Venice and Holland at this Day ; as 
well as moft Kingdoms of Europe. So that Merce. 
nary Forces in a free State, whether Monarchy or 
Commonwealth, feem only ne , either for pre- 
ferving their Conquefts, (which in fuch Governments 
it is not prudent to extend too far) or elfe for main- 
taining a War ar diftance. 

« In thislaft, which at prefent is our moft important 
Cafe, there are certain Maxims that all wife Govern- 
ments have obferv'd. - 

The fief I thali mention is; Thar no private Man 
fhould have a Commiffion to be General for Life, let 
his Merit and Services be ever fo great. Or, if a 


Prince be unadvifedly brought to offer fuch a Com- 
miffion in one Hand, let him (to fave Time and 
Blood) deliver up his Crown with the other. The 
Romans in the Height and Perfection of their Govern- 
ment, ufnally fent out one of cheir new Con/ils to 
be General againft their moft formidable Enemy, and 
recall'd the old one, who often rerurn’d before rhe 
next EleStion, and according as he had Merit was 
fent t@ command in fome other part, which perhaps 
was continued to him for a fecond, and fometimes a 
third Year: But if Panius Emilius, or Scipio himfeif, 
had prefum’‘d to movethe Senate to continue their Com- 
miffions for Life,they certainly would have fallen a Sa- 
crifice to the Jealoufy of the People. Ca/ar indeed (bes 
tween @vhom and a certain General, {ome of late with 
much Difcretion have made a Paralle}) had hisCom- 
mand im Gaul continued to him for five Years, and 
was afterwards made perpetual Diftator, that is to 
fay, General for Life, which gave him the Power 
and the Will of utterly deftroying the Roman Liberty. 
But in his time the Romans were very much degenes 
rated, and great Corruptions crept inro their Morals 
and Difcipline. However, we fee there ftill were 
fome Remains of a noble Spirit among them; For 
when Cafar fent to be chofen Confu/, noiwithftanding 
his Abfence, they decreed he fhould come in Perfon, 
give up his Command, and petere more majorum. 

' It isnot impoffible but a General may defire fuch 
a Commiffion out of Inadvertency, at the Inftigation 
of bw Friends, or perhaps of his Enemies, or meerly 
for the Benefit and Honour of it, without intending 
any fuch dreadful Confequences ; and in that Cafe, a 
wife Prince or State may barely refufe it without 
fhewing any marks of their Difpleafure. Burt the Re- 
queft in its own Nature is highly Criminal, and 
ought co be entred fo upon Record, to terrify others 
in time to come from venturing to make it. 

Another Maxim to be obferv’d by a free State en- 
gaged in War, is co keep the Military Power in abio- 
lute Subjection to the Civil, nor ever fuffer the for- 
mer to influence or interfere with the latter. A Ges 
neral and his Army are Servants hired by the Civil 
Power to Act as they are directed from thence, and 
with a Commiffion large or limited as the Admini- 
ftcation fhall chink fic ; for which they are largely 
pay’d in Profic and Honour, The whole Syftem by 
which Armies are Govern'd, is quite alien from the 

ceful Inftirutions of States at Home; and if the 

ewards be fo inviting as to, tempt a Senator to take a 
Poft inthe Army, while he is there on his Duty, 
he ought to confider himfelf in no other Capa- 
city. I know not any fort of Men fo apr 
as Soldiers are, to reprimand thofe who prefume 
to interfere in what relates co their Trade. When 
they hear any of us in a Coffee-Houle, wondring 
that fach a Victory was not purfued, complaining 
that fuch a Town coft more Men and Mony than it 
was worth to take it; or that fuch an opportunity 
was loft, of fighting the Enemy ; they preiently re- 
prove-us, and often with Juftice enough, for medling 
in Matters out of our Sphere, and clearly convince 
us of our Miftakes in Terms of Art that none of us 
underftand. Nor do we efcape fo ; For they reflect 
with the urmoft Contempt of our Ignorance, that we 
who fic at Home in Eafe and Security, never ftirring 
from our Fire-fides, thould pretend from Books, and 
Reafon, to atgue upon Military Affairs ; 

which after all, if we may judge from the thare of 
Intellectuals in fome who are {aid to excel that way, 
is not fo very profound or difficult a Science. But 
if there be any Weight in what they offer, as — 
‘e 
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there may be a great dea! ; furely thefe Gentlemen 
have a mith weaker Pretence to concern themfelves 
in Matters of the Cabinet, which are always either 
far above, or much befide their Capacities. Soldiers 
may as. well pretend to prefctibe Rules for Trade, ro 
determine Points in Philofophy, to be Moderators in 
an Affembly of Divines, or in a Court of Ju- 
ftice, as to mhifplace their Talent in examirfing Affairs 
of State, efpecially in what relates to the Choice of 
Minifters, who are never fo likely to be ill chofen as 
when approved by ther, It wonld be endlefs 
ro fhew how pernicious all Steps of this nature 
have been in many Parts and Ages of the World. 
I fhall only produce rwo at prefenr; one in 
Rome, and tother in England. The firft is of Ce/ar, 
when he came to the City with his Soldiers to /ettle 
the Minifiry, there was an end of cheir Liberty for 
ever. The fecond was in the Great Rebellion againft 
King Charnes the Firft. The King and both Houfes 
were agiced upon the Terms of a Peace: But the 
Officers of the Army {as Lud/ow relates it) fetsa 
Guard upon the Hou'e of Commons, took a Lift of 
the Members, and kepr all by Force out of the 
Houle, except thofe who were for bringing the King 
toa Tryal. Some Yéars after, when they erected a 
Military Government, and zuled the Ifland by Major- 
Generals, we received moft admirable Inftances of 
theic Skill in Politicks. To fay the Truth, (uch for- 
midable Sticklers can have but two Reafons for defir- 
ing to interfere in the Adminiftration ; che firft is that 
of Ccfar and Cromwell, of which, God forbid, I 
fhould accufe or fulpe&t any body ; fince the fecond 
is pernicious enough, and chat is, To preferve thofe in 
Power who are for perpetuating a War, rather than fee 
others advanced, who they are. fuve will ufe all proper 
means to promote a fafe and Honourable Peace. 

Thirdly, Since it is oblerved of Armies, that in the 
prefent Age they are brought to fome degree of Hu- 
meanity, and a more regular demeanor o each other 
and to the World, than in former Times ; Ix is cer- 
tainly a good Maxim to endeavour preferving this 
Temper among them, without which they would 
foon degenerate into Savages. Tothis End, it would 
be pradent.among other Things, to forbid that dete- 
ftable Cuftom of drinking to she Damnation or Confu- 
fion of any Perfoo whatfoever, Such defperate Acts, 
and the Opinions infufed along with them, into Heads 
already inflamed by Youth and Wine, are enough co 
featter Madnefs and Sedition through a whole Camp. 
So feldom upon their Knees to Pray, and fo often to 
Curfe! This is not properly Atheiim, but a fort of 
Anti-religion prefcribed by tbe Devil, and which an 
Atheift of common Senfe would fcorn as an Abfurdi- 

I have heard it mention’d as.a common Practice 
Jaft Autumn, fomewhere or other, to drink Damnation 
and Confufion, (and this with Circumftances very ag- 
gravating and horrid) to the New Miniftry, and vo 


thofe who Hav ait? AnD in turning out the Old ; 


_ thar is co fay, to thofe Perfons whom Her Majefty has 


thought fit to employ in her greareft Affairs, with 
fomething more than a Glance againft the Qu-—ber Self. 
And if ic be true that thefe Orgyes were attended with 
certain dewbtful Words of ftanding by their G— i, 
who without Queftion abhorred them ; let any Man 
confider the Confequence of fuch Difpofitions, if 
they thould happen to fpread. I could only with for 
the Honour of the Army, as well as of the pe 
and Miniftry, that a Remedy had been applied to 
the Difeafe, in the Place and Time where it grew. If 
Men of fuch Principles were able to propagate them 
in a Camp, and were fare of a General for Life, who 
had any Tincture of Ambition, we t foon bid 
farewel to Minifiries and Parliaments, whether new 
or old, 

I am only forry fach an Accident has ha to- 
wards the Clove of a War, when it is chiefly the In- 
tereft of thofe Gentlemen who have Pofts in the Ar- 
my, to behave themfelves in fuch a manner as might 
encourage the Legiflature to make fome Provifion for 
them, when there will be no further need of their 
Services. a are to confider themielves as Per- 
fons by their Bducations unqualified for many other 
Stations of Life. Their Forcunes will not fuffer them 
to retain toa Party after it's Fal, nor have they Weight 





or Abilities to help towards it’s Refurreftion, . Their 
future Dependance is wholly upon the Prince and Par- 
liament, to which they will never make their Way, 
by Solemn Execrations of the Miniftry ; a Miniftry of 
the Qu-——-’s own Election, and fully anfwering the 
Withes of her People. This,unhappy ftep in {ome 
of their Brethren, may pals for an uncontrollable Ar+ 
gument, that Politicks are not their Bufinefs or their 
Element. The Fortune of War hath raifed feveral 
Perfons up to Swelling Titles, and great Commands 
over Numbers of Men, which they are too apr to 
transfer along with them into Civi/ Life, and appear in 
all Companies as if it were at the Head of their Regi- 
ments, witha fort of Deportment that ought to have 
been dropt behind, in that fhort Paflage to Harwich. 
Ir puts me in mind of a Dialogue in Lucian, where 
Charon wafting one of their Predeceffors over Styx, 
ordered him to firip off his Armor and fine Cloaths, 
yet ftill choughr him too heavy ; But (faid he) pus off 
likewife thae Pride ana Prefumpeion, thofe high foelling 
Words, and that Vain-Glory ; becaule they were of 
no ule on ¢’other fide the Water. Thus if all that Are 
ray of Military Grandeur were confined wo the pro- 
per Scene, it would be much more for the Intereft of 
te Owners, and cfs offenfive to their Fellow Sub- 
jects. |
